counteract Soviet-Cuban subversive activities in hemisphere. Travel of 
Bloc, Cuban and Latin American personnel to and from Cuba for subversive 
training is essential element in these activities. Much of this travel 
is by air. Although we know that Mexicana authorities have minimized 
importance this service, Mexicana flights have been significant part of 
this air link and have been source complaints from Central American 
countries, particularly Honduras. Elimination this service would be 
considerable blow to Soviet-Cuban subversive efforts. 

PAA has suspended flights to Havana in conformance NOTAM issued by US 
authorities on October 24 directing all US state owned or US registered 
aircraft avoid Cuban air space except with prior approval Secretary 
Defense. PAA does not plan propose resumption. In any case, resumption

almost exclusively to bringing refugees out of Cstoe. Tbe very few Castro and
